Lent Regulations. 


Hishup Messmer, of Green Hay, has 


issued the following instructions and 
rules for the guidance of Catholics of 
this diocese during the season of Lent: 


By virtue of Apostolic Iiidults grant- 


ed to the Catholics of 
the United 


States, on August 3, 1887, the follow- 
ing regulations will be observed in 
:>ur diocese during the coming season 
of Lent, which begins February 12: 


1. Flesh meat is allowed at all the 


meals on Sundays and at the princi- 
pal meals on 
Mondays, Tuesdays, 


Thursdays and Saturdays, except the 
Saturday in Ember week, Feb. 22 and 
Holy Saturday, March 2". 
Jiiit meals 


may always be prepared 
with the 


drippings of fat or lard. Flesh meat 
and fish are not allowed at the same 
meal, not even on Sunday. 


2. In virtue of powers granted us 


by the Holy See, on March 15, 18U5, 
for ten years, we permit workingmen 
andjhcir families tlie_use-of- llesh 
meal once a day on all fast days and 
abstinence days throughout tlie year, 
with 
the exception of all Fridays, 


Ash Wednesday, the Wednesday and 
Saturday of Holy week and the eve of 
Christmas. 
Those who avail them- 


selves of this dispensation are not al- 
lowed to eat fish aim ilesh meat at the 
same meal.. 


3. On week days 
only one full 


meal is allowed to persons obliged to 
fast. 
But cnston allows some coffee, 


tea, chocolate, with a piece of bread 
in the morning-, and the use of eggs, 
butter, milk, etc., 
in 
the evening. 


For sufficient reason the collation may 
betaken at noon and the dinner or 
principal meal in the evening. 
~ 


4. Every Catholic who has com- 


pleted twenty-one years of age, is or- 
dinarily bound to "fast. 
The follow- 


ing persons are excused: 
The sick 


and those in leeble health, 
women 


nursing children; all who are engaged 
in laborious and exhausting occupa- 
tions; the young 
below twenty-one 


years, and the old of sixty or 
more. 


Persons in d'.-ubt whether they arc 
excused or not, should consult their 
con fessor. 


5. Those who are excused from fast 


on account of age or hard labor, or 
feeble health, may use flesh meat more 
than once on the days when it is al- 
lowed at all. 


5. Persons excused from the law of 


fasting ought to perform some other 
good works of piety and charity in 
the spirit of Christian penance and 
santification. 
Hence the pious custom 


of giving 
Lenten alms. 
"Redeem 


thou thy sins with alms, and thy i n i - 
quities with works of mercy." Dan. 
IV, 24, Also the custom of abstain- 
ing from intoxicating drinks, of stay- 
ing away from 
public amusements 


etc.

LIBRARY EXTENSION. 


Probable That ,hc WeBt 3[de may 


Have Station. 


An effort is to be made to have a li- 


brary station established on the west 
side so that persons who are either too 
tired or physically incapacitated from 
reaching the library building on the 
east side, may still have access to the 
books. 


It is thought by the bibrarian. Miss 


Kablin, that this will have a tendency 
to increase the number of books taken 
and read. 
While the library is now 


fairly well patronized, it is not made 
as much use of as miifht be. 
There 


are something over .S.Odll volumes iu 
the library now and of this number 
ber about six or seven hundred are 
constantly in circulation. This leaves 
in the library about 4,400 books, 
a 


much larger number than there is any 
necessity of. 
In fact the circulation, 


of the library could be doubled with- 
oitt^any inconvenience to anyone. 


The librarian also reports that there 


is a tendency among the patrons of 
the library to draw only books of 
fiction, leaving a large number of 
scientific works lying dead on the 
shelves. It is thought that this con- 
dition of alT.iir.scau be bettered bv is- 
suing two cards to patrons, on one of 
which a book of fiction can be drawn 
and on the other a scientific work. 
The matter will probably be brought 
before the commissioners at their next 
meeting. 


Another thing is that there are 


many who read only the new books, 
and pass by many belter works that 
were produced only a few years ago. 
It is probable that nothing can be 
done to remedy this matter. 
The one 


who habitually reads the new books 
as they are published today, is wast- 
ing his time .over a lot of very poor 
trash, as very few of them are to be 
compared 
with books produced in 


earlier years. It may be hard, how- 
ever, to convince the reader of this 
sort of fiction of this fact.

A further change needed in the law to 


give it effectiveness is to make the de- 
cisions nnd rulings of the commission im- 
mediately operative, and to continue, so 
until suspended or overruled by the courts 
on appeal by the carriers. 
This may 


seem at first thought to be objectionable 
on account of being contrary to ordinary 
egal procedure; but the relations between 
carriers and the public are totally differ- 
ent from those existing between parties to 
general 
commercial 
transactions, 
and 


special methods are essential for the 
maintenance ot equity and justice in con- 
nection with thorn. Freight charges are 
paid to carriers mainly by persons or cor- 
porations who have no direct interest iu 
them, nnd become r part of the cost ot 
the merchandise or commodities dealt in 
by them. 'Hie consumer finally pays the 
freight iu the price of the merchandise 
or commodities he uses, wit-h an added 
amount representing the protit which has 
been charged by the 
several dealers 


through whose hands they have passed. 
Or, as in the case of agricultural prod- 
ucts, the freight rate from the locality o£ 
production to the most available .market 
is deducted from 'Jie value in that mar- 
ket to ilelenniiiu its local value, whether 
or not the particular product is actually 
the subject ot transportation. 
Hsnce, 


any extortion that may be practiced iu 
the collection of freight charges by the 
carrier does not usually work injury to 
the person or corporation that primarily 
pays the charges; and the consumer who 
actually bears the cost of Hie freight 'has 
no cause ot action and is without re- 
dress. The carrier cannot give bonds to 
indemnify the sufferer, tu case of resist- 
ing the decision of the commission and 
holding it in suspense during a long pe- 
riod o? litigation, for the reason that the 
real sufferer is unknown. The ends o£ 
justice, flierefore, can Iw subserved only 
by pursuing a summary course.

should judge, about ten miles and slow- 
ed up. 


"We were roderctl to tie tho tarpaulin 


securely about tho body and attach 
weights to It. It was then placed on a 
plank and shoved into the river. This, 
to my positive knowledge, was the flnal 
disposition of the body ol Booth."

Somewhat different 
from Stubhle- 


lield's method is the system being per- 
fected by .Vrof. A. Frederick Collins, a 
nimblc-wltted Yankee of Philadelphia.

.taied that he uses terrestrial currents 
instead of metallic currents such as are 
employed in the 
old-fashumed 
tele- 


phone or ether waves which are util- 
ized by Marconi. The Collins wireless 
telephone has not, 
of 
course, 
yet 


reached 
the stage of 
development 


which it will ultimately attain, but out- 
door wireless stations are In constant 
operation at Narberth, 1'a. Each ter- 
minal station consists of an ordinary 
camera tripod supporting a small wood- 
en stand, to which is allixod by means 
of a brass rod a cup-like transmitter, 
such as is used In ordinary telephon- 
ing, and two intensity coils enclosed In 
hard rubber, together with the pieces 
of copper sheathing technically known 
as "condensers." 
Below the tripod is 


a shallow hole in the ground. In which 
Is buried a small nine wire screen, and 
this is connected by means of a wire 
to the mechanism on the tripod plat- 
form. With this system in its primary 
form it is possible to send a message 
but one way—that is, if the person 
listening to a message wishes to reply 
he must talk into an apparatus similar 
to that at tin; sending station. 
But 


the wireless Instruments designed for 
regular use, as for instance, those in 
actual service at the present time in a 
Philadelphia ollico building, are com- 
bination, installations—the transmitter 
being lilted with a receiving annex and 
the receiver with a sending attach- 
ment, and are identical In general ap- 
pcarance with the familiar form of tel- 
ephone in universal use to-day in of- 
lices and residences.

Have Station. 


An effort is to be made to have a 1'- 


brary station established on the west 
side so that persons who are either too 
tired or physically incapacitated from 
reaching the library building on the 
east side, may still have access to the 
books. 


It is thought by the bibrarian. Miss 


Kablm, that this will have a tendency 
to increase the number of books taken 
and read. While the library is now 
fairly well patronized, it is not made 
as much use of as might be. 
There 


are something over 5,000 volumes ia 
the library now and of this number 
ber about six or seven hundred are 
constantly in circulation. This leaves 
in «he library aboat 4,400 books, a 
much larger number than there is any 
necessity of. In fact the circulation 
of the library could be doubled with- 
out any inconvenience to anyone. 


The librarian also reports that there- 


is a tendency among the patrons o£ 
the library to draw only books of 
fiction, leaving a large number of 
scientific works lying dead on the 
shelves. It is thought that this con- 
dition of affairs can be bettered by is- 
suing two cards to patrons, on one of 
which a book of fiction can be drawn 
and on the other a scientific work. 
The matter will probably be brought 
before the commissioners at their next 
meeting. 


Another thing is that 
there are 


many who read only the new books, 
and pass by many better works that 
were produced only a few years ago. 
It is probable that nothing can be 
done to remedy this matter. The oae 
who habitually reads the new books 
as they are published today, is wast- 
ing his time -over a lot of very poor 
trash, as very few of them are to be 
compared with books produced in 
earlier years. It may be hard, how- 
ever, to convince the reader of this 
sort of fiction of this fact.

Butcuston allows some coffee, 
tea, chocolate, with a piece of bread' 
in fhe morning, aad the use of eggs, 
butter, milk, etc., in the evening! 
For sufficient reason the collation may- 
be taken at noon and the dinner or 
principal meal in the evening.

4. Every Catholic who has com- 


pleted twenty-one years of age, Is or- 
dinarily bound to fast. 
The follow- 


ing persons are excused: 
The sick 


and those in feeble health, 
women 


nursing children: all who are engaged 
in laborious and exhausting 
tions; the young below twenty-one 
years, and the old of sixty or more. 
Persons in dcubt whether they are 
excused or not, should consult their 
confessor. 


5. Those who are excused from fast 


on account of age or hard labor, or 
feeble health, may use flesh meat more 
than once oa the days when it is al- 
lowed at a!!. 


5. Persons excused from the law of 


fasting ought to perform some other 
good works of piety and charity in 
the spirit of Christian penance and 
santification. Hence the p:ous custom 
of giving Lenten alms. 
"Redeem 


thou thy sins with alms, and thy ini- 
quities with works of mercy." Dan. 
fv* 24. Also the custom of abstain- 
sng from intoxicating drinks, of stay- 
ing away from uubiic amusements 
etc.

It 
adorned the house tops and it delayed street 
ear service. lu fact there has beea plenty of 
snow f or all purposes. Being a novelty here it 
has proven Use parent of many pleasures. In 
numerable sleighs nude their appearance with 
the first snow fall as if by magic: everything 
seem=d to turn ro runners in a night, from the 
stjbsu "cutter" driven by . laborately dressed 
footmen to the improvised affair that cauie out 
of the colored folks' alleys. The automobile 
sleigu was an innovation and it was noted that 
this modern winter machine did not fail to at- 
tract the attention of everyone ou the street- 
TVhile citizens apueared in rubb cr boots as If 
'twere a swamp carnival in the spring time, 
•while ihe proper footwear for the colored popu- 
lation seemed to be great bundJes of gunny 
sacks tied about the feer, resembling young tug 
boats on the lake. All in all, thi£ snow has been 
a most unusual occurrence in the weather an- 
nals of this lucaiity and it has been duly ob- 
served by-constant jingling of me: ry bells.

Among the interesting items ot the past week 


made public, was the Admiral Scliley appeal to 
President Koosevelt to set aside the findings of 
the Court of inquiry.

Tliey Are Many acd Active, and One Is 


a. Monster- In Size. 


"You may talk about your mosqui- 


toes tip here In the North," said a resi- 
dent of Bayou Sara, "bur if you should 


i spend an hour or so lishing Ia some of 
oar Louisiana swamp bayous you 
would vronder that you ever complain- 
ed of your Xew Jersey or Staten Island 
mosquitoes as aa instrument of torture. 


'There are eight or nine different va- 


rieties of mosquitoes hatched ia thoi-e 
dark and noisome swamp bayous, and 
no matter which kind samples you you 
will wish it had been some other kind, 
for It will seem that no other kind could 
bite quite as bad as that one. There are 
gray mosquitoes—long, gaunt, wolfish- 
looking fellows—reddish-brown mosqiii- 
| toes, black mosquitoes of a bluish cast; 


! 


and one that is nearly green. The one 
that will strike you as the most for- 
' midable Is one we call a gallinipper 
down 
there, and It resembles that 


harmless insect both in size and make- 
up. It Is easily half an Inch Jong In 
body, with a spread of wing an Incii 
wide, and a kit In which it carries it& 
tools that Is as long as its body. 


"This fearfully equipped insect mon- 


ster has a saw. a gimlet, a lance ami 
a suction pump. As he can bore through

Knsilaae or .Roots. 


The- cost of growing corn, cutting it 


and putting it in the silo, has been 
variously reported at almost all fig- 
ures from ?1 to ?3 pet- ton. We do 
not doubt but that it has been done 
for tlie smaller sura when the land has 
been made rich and well cultivated, 
and the most modein improvements 
were at hand to do the work, but we 
think a fair average would be nearer 
double that with the ordinary farmer, 
even In a favorable season. But there 
are not many who would like to grow 
roots for feeding to stock at that price. 
Certainly we know of none who would 
grow them to sell at that price, and 
few who would care to grow them at 


per ton if they could grow other 


crops and find a ready cash market 
for them. 
As regards the value of 


them an average of the various roots 
show that the same amount of each 
fed with equal rations of hay and 
rain resulted a little in favor of the 
roots, but this was more than off- 
set by the two facts that the roots 
cannot be kept In as good condition 
for late spring or summer feeding as 
can the ensilage, and that there is 
more apt to be a crop failure from 
drought or other causes with the roots 
than with the com. The droughts of 
the past two years have led many to 
believe that having ensilage to feed In 
the summer when pastures are grow- 
ing poorer is of almost as much im- 
portance, and some say more, than 
having Ic iu the winter.—Massachu- 
setts Ploughman.

Hundreds of farmers have been swin- 


dled by the lightning rod agents, pay- 
ing for the rods much more than a fair 
price, and in some cases giving notes 
for them when they thought that tfaev 
were only signing a receipt for a cer- 
tain amount of rod, which would be re- 
moved If they were not satisfied to keep 
it at the end of a certain time. But 
this does not disprove the efficacy of 
the rod to protect from lightning when 
it Is properly put on and connected with 
the moisture of the earth. A lightning' 
rod or a conductor should run 
from 


every wire fence about once in fifteen 
or twenty rods, going sir or seven feet 
into the earth, as the electricity often 
follows the wires for a considerable 
distance, and when It leaves them may 
go several rods along the surface of the 
ground to reach man or beast. 


Farniiijcr on a Ris: Scale. 


In no locality has modem steam 


farming machinery been applied wirh 
such effectiveness as upon the grain 
ranches in southern California. On one 
ranch the engine used to draw the ma- 
chinery Is of .jO-horse power, and has 
drive wheels eight feet high, it con- 
sumes 12 barrels of oil every day, and 
its operation requires the services of 
seven men. In plowing. 55 furrows ag- 
gregating -10 feet in width, are turned 
at one time. 


Tomato and 3IacaronI Sonp. 


Break half a dozen sticks of maca- 


roni Into small pieces, and drop into 
boiling water. Cook for an hour, or 


_ until perfectly tender. Rub two quarts 
j of stewed or canned tomatoes through 
' a colander, to remove ail seeds and 
fragments. When the macaroni is 
done, drain thoroughly, cut each piece 
Into tiny rings, aud add It to the 
strained tomatoes, season with salt, 
and boll for a few moments. If the 
tomato is quite thin, the soup should 
be slightly thickened with a little Sour 
before adding the macaroni.
